A Prize Apple Tree. 

In Brown Lightner’s orchard at 
Valley Centre, Va., there {■ an 
apple tree, possibly more than a 
bandred years old. 

Tbe fruit is not prized when 
(here ia a plenty of other applet, 
aa it ia ao very sour and coarse. 
But when other fruit is scarce, 
then it comes in and tastes better 
than no fruit, by tbe use of plen¬ 
ty of sugar. 

It ia unnaually tall and erect, 

: branches with rare aymetry for an 
old time tree. Brown Ligbtner 
and the writer clasped bands 
around tbe tree and it came near 
being an armful', for both of ua, 
so it must be five or six feet in 
diameter. 

As sweet apple tree lumber is a 
rareity Mr. Ligbtoar has been ad. 
vised to pat it on tbe market as an 
ornamental-wood.
